If a stenos 
rapher marries shall the employer 
subpena her new husband to find 
out what his Income Is and wheth­ 
er, In the estimation of the em­ 
ployer It is sufficient to support a 
wife, and then hire or fire her ac­ 
cording to his own estim ate? 
Are yon prepared to be consist­ 
ent. Mr. Pegler, and extend your 
yardstick t«f the whole field of em­ 
ployment? Thst would mean sub­ 
stituting tho standard of need for 
t ho standard of cam pet enc*, accord­ 
ing to which, lf two men apply for 
tlie* same job, one with two chil­ 
dren and one with nine, the one 
with 
nine gets

other considerations. 
Are you thinking of Initiating a 
dowry or some other system tinder 
which every woman Is guaranteed 
her permanent e x iste n ce after mar­ 
riage?

Or those whose husbands 
die, leaving no money? It happens 
all the time.

IP you ever take a hark ut the 
figures to see just what women 
do work—and at what? 
Sixty percent of all women more 
than 15 years old a r e married 
Twelve percent Hrc widowed or 
divorced. 
Twenty-eight percent are single. 
And of the whole IOO percent, 22 
percent are employed outside their 
own homes, 
Tin 
average wage of all those 
employed 
Is 
f it 
a 
week 
winch 
doesn't make It look as though the 
bulk of them are working for fun. 
Nearly a third of all the women 
working—SP 
percent-~are 
In 
do­ 
mestic service. 
No one lins ever 
suggested that Hume jobs should 
be given to men, although actually 
I domestic service Is the worst pea 
j sible berth for girls who want to 
I marry or for women with children 
to support. 
The next largest group of work 
, lug 
women 
are school 
teachers. 


Personally. I think there are too 
many women school teachers, or 
rather, too few men. 
I think it 
would be much better for our little 
boys lr they were brought up to a 
larger extent by schoolmasters. The 
reason is, of course, that school 
teaching Is so abominably paid and 
demands so much patience and is 
held In such low social esteem—-in­ 
stead of being regarded as the first 
of all professions—that few men 
want the jobs. 
Hut the theory that married wo­ 
men should not be allowed to teach 
school has always- seemed to me 
monstrous. 
It amounts to saying 
thai it Is better for our children to 
be brought up by young girls, or by 
spinsters, or by women whose love 
relationships 
are 
illicit than 
by 
women who are leading a normal 
life. 
Hy every observation the wo­ 
man who makes a good teacher— a 
profession 
which 
requires Intelli­ 
gence and love and understanding 
of 
children — makes 
the 
best 
mother, aud the two occupations 
can be better combined than most. 
But all over this country women 
are 
having 
to 
choose 
between 
teaching children and having them, 
between 
teaching 
aud 
marriage, 
because of laws that forte them to 
resign—often after years of experi­ 
ence— lf they m arry 
And In this 
case the Job seldom goes to a man 
but to another woman whose only 
asset Is that she has not got a hus­ 
band ! 
\ 
N Y H OW . the Ideal that women 
take mens Jobs needs some 
very careful Investigation. 
If you 
look at It In the larger Implica­ 
tions you will be forced to the con­ 
clusion that the shoe Is on the other 
foot. 
The division of labor, th j 
modern Industrial system, has cut 
women off from their traditional 
arid historic activities. 
Women, 
Mr. 
Pegler, 
were the 
original manufacturers. 
They were 
spinning and weaving and sawing 
and making pottery and cooking 
when men were chiefly concerned 
with 
fighting and 
hunting 
Hut 
along came men like Campbell and 
H elm to make the soup of nations, 
and men like Hart. Schaffner and 
Marx to make pu|ui's clothes, etc. 
The only manufacturers now in 
the United States In which women 
predominate are clothing, knitting. 
cigar and cigaret making, candy 
manufacturing aud a few related 
things. 
There are actually more 
men milliners and more men In­ 
terior decorators. 
Men have been 
inking away women's jobs as fast 
as they could for a century. 
Home 
women have followed 
their jobs 
outside — that Is what it amounts 
to. 
And. by and large to keep them 
they simply have to be better than 
men. There are more women office 
worker*, for Instance, than factory 
workers. 
The reason ta that wo­ 
men are better stenographers ait ! 
better secretaries than men are. 
They 
are neater, 
quicker, 
more 
methodical. They are to much bet­ 
ter as telephone operator* that It 
ha* become almost exclusively a 
woman’s trade. 
Ask the telephone 
companies. 
They tried employing 
male-* once and uearly went crasy. 
I very much doubt whether many 
women who are married and have 
children do outside work 
unless 
th e re Is something that they enor­ 
mously want to do or unless they 
consider It 
absolutely 
necessary 
And I do not doubt at all that most 
women want to marry aud have 
children. 
To run a borne and at the same 
time work outside is not easy. The 
proof that most women do make a 
cholee — and choose the former — 
shows in the figures, lf they choose 
to do both there Is probably In nine 
i-ases out of IO a very good nelson 
for it. 
And unless, or until, we gi t 
the organised ant-hill 
civilization 
' which seems to niauy to be the 
perfect 
Utopian 
dream. I am lo 
favor of letting 
the 
ladle*—and 
their husbands- decide for them- 


O 
U R O LD M AN used to say It made him laugh 
to hear people talk about food and cooking. 
He said that was Just an easy topic of conversation 
for everybody and one on which everybody could 
claim to be an expert without being challenged. 
However, he once almost got himself in serious 
trouble. A fellow was standing at Jim m y O’Brien’s 
opera house bar back In our old home town of 
Pueblo, bragging about what a wonderful cook his 
wife was. our old man. who had once had dinner at 
the fellow's home, said that was not so. 
Our old man said right to the fellow's face that 
while his wife was one of the nicest ladies he had 
ever met she was a terrible cook. Our old man said 
he had been wondering ever since he had that din­ 
ner what she had done to the chicken to make it 
taste the way It did. He said if he did not feel sure 
she had nothing against him personally, be would 
swear she had cooked soap with It. 
He said her bad cooking was nothing In her dis­ 
favor but he felt It his duty to discount the fellow's 
claims for her as he might thus discourage others 
from accepting an invitation to the fellow's home 
and spare them a disagreeable experience. Our old 
man aald much of the atomaeh trouble In this world 
was cairned by fellows going around mlsrepreaentlng 
their wives’ cooking and luring unsuspecting guests

In his new venture that In 1876 
he wsc awarded first prise at the 
Philadelphia centennial.

The allotment is 2,292 acres un­ 
der the quota for 1938, Mr. Bates 
states, due to a bumper wheah crop 
** in 1938. 
Tho wheat allotment for 
1939 baH been fixed at 13.099 acres, 
be added. 
Both quotas have been approved 
by 
state 
authorities. 
Individual 
quotas are being worked out for 
5,025 county farmers. Of this uum- 
bM^2,800 participated in the pro- 
g W in 1938 and 1.400 in 1937— 
an increase of IOO percent. 
Wheat, oats, buckwheat, rye or 
any crop cut and thrashed for grain 
are listed as soil depleting crops. 
Cultivated crops such as corn and 
vegetables also are included. 
A 
participant raising more than his 
quota is subject to payment deduc­ 
tions for each excess acre. 
The association has two object­ 
ives—soil conservation and the es­ 
tablishment and maintenance of 
price parity on farm products. 
In 
developing the latter phase of the 
program, 
officials 
have 
stressed 
that no crop is limited unless a 
definite surplus exists. 
There are 132,568 crop acres in 
the 
county, 
association 
officials 
state. 
Uncultivated or abandoned 
land adds nearly as much to the to­ 
tal area of farm land. 
About 4,000 
of the 5,025 farms in the county aro 
actually farms, Mr. Bates said. The

owned or tenanted by persons mak­ 
ing their living in other pursuits.

EFFORTS FOR STATE 
PAY-HOUR BILLS SEEN 


Would Include Workers Not 


Affected At Present 


Bv The Aeeociated Pre**. 
WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
22 — A 
widespread effort will be made in 
state legislatures 
this 
winter to 
put a floor under wages and a ceil­ 
ing over hours of millions of work­ 
ers excluded from the federal wage- 
hour act. 
Information available to labor 
department officials indicated today 
that state wage-hour bills woald be 
proposed to at least 25 legislatures. 
In some states It is expected that 
little more will be done than the 
gesture of introducing a bill, but 
in others, notably New York and 
North Carolina, there is expected 
to be a determined fight for pas­ 
sage. 
The 
federal 
law 
covers 
only 
workers in industries which en­ 
gage 
Interstate 
commerce. 
It 
does not apply to employes of re­ 
tail establishments, such as groc­ 
ery stores and gasoline stations, 
and in service enterprises, such as 
hotels and laundries. These would 
be subject to state laws. 
States which have asked for in­ 
formation on the model bill include 
Ohio and Kentucky. 
Officials say that 
pressure 
for 
enactment of state law is coming 
chiefly from two sources — labor 
unions and 
interstate industries 
subject to the federal law.

Investor Protection

COLUMBUS. O., Dec. 22.—Jam es 
C. Gruener. chief 
of 
the 
state 
securities division, today drafted 
new regulations designed to “furth­ 
er protect Ohio investors and clar­ 
ify provisions of the securities act 
for the benefit of dealers.'* 
“While not of drastic nature, the 
rules, effective Jan. I. 1939. will 
give the division greater control 
over securities and lessen the dan­ 
ger of loss to customers,” Gruener 
asserted. “A surprising number of 
.dealers and corporations have dis­ 
played ignorance 
or 
uncertainty 
over the law. For their benefit, I 
am clarifying certain sections and 
eliminating ambiguities.'* 
Special Trust Accounts Fixed 
Under the new ruling, securities 
dealers will be required to set up 
special 
tru st 
accounts 
for 
cus­ 
tomers* funds except 
where 
net 
worth of the dealer is equal to at 
least 25 percent of his assets. Deal- 
ere at present are required to place 


securities owned by customers in 
trust. 
‘‘While this change will not stop 
dishonesty, it will give the securi­ 
ties division a much closer check 
aud will perm it us to detect more 
readily any illegal act on the part 
of the dealer,” Gruener said. 
The ruling also fixes 15 percent 
as the maximum commission on 
sale of securities registered by des­ 
cription and stipulates th at newly, 
organized, companies m ust fix a 
rn im mum of capital required for 
profitable operation of the enter­ 
prise and keep investors money in 
escrow until that goal is reached. 
If the minimum is not obtained 
within six months, capital is to bo 
returned to customers. 
Curb Put On T rustees 
“I believe it will be very effec­ 
tive 
In 
preventing 
unscrupulous 
persons from 
selling stock and 
drawing large salaries from com­ 
panies which never actually be­ 
come profitable enterprises. This 
applies principally to sm aller ven­ 
tures. but millions of dollars are 
Invested in these concerns,'* Gruen­ 
er said. 
Gruener also provided more strin­ 
gent rulings for investm ent trusts 
by decreeing that trustees can not 
deal with them selves or organiza­ 
tions in which they are interested 
financially; can not lend assets to 
officers or directors, and requiring 
that assets be held by a bank or 
other custodian.
